AN INTERESTING RELIC

George A. Mollring Has Copy of Ne-
braska ity News, Printed
June 25, 1864

George A. Moliring has in his pos-
pession a newspaper which s ex-
tremely interesting to anyone, which
was given to him by his father =&
number of years ago. It Is an orig-
inal copy of the Nebraska Dally
News, published at Nebraska City on
Saturday, June 25, 1864

The paper waa preserved by his
father as it contained an obituary of
his daughter, George's sister, who
died at Nebraska City, where they
were living, at the age of 21 months
and 17 days. A glance through the
paper reveéals many interesting facta
and news [tems, One of the editor-
ials states: “Mr. Lincoln compared
himself to a horse. Will Uncle SBam
give his kingdom for this horse?”
Another one: “"Miggs says, 'A. Lin-
coln gets off a great many rich jokes.
In fact he thinks some of them are
80 rich they would make good fertil-
fzers." ™

Here is a typieal “want ad', but
the Herald reporter could not under-
stand why the postscript was added:
“8$30 reward—A yoke of cattle,
branded H on left hip—one roan
steer, the other red—have strayed or
have been stolen from the subscrib-
er. We will pay the above reward
for their delivery to us, or any infor-
mation by which we can get them.
Nebragka City, June 11, Signed, A,
& R. E. Hays. P 8. The roan steer
aboved eseribed having been found,
$156 willb e paid for the return of
the red one”

Among the news ltems s found an
account of the maneuyvers of the Ar-
my of the Potomae, which was then
doing some fierce fghting, and gave
the results of ene battie as 400 kill-
ed and many wounded and tuken
prisoners by the Union urmy.

From the general tone of the pa-
per, it would seem that its editor was
greatly opposed to Abraham Lincoln,
then president, as there are many re-
flections on him and his official acts.

Mr. Mollring has taken good care
of the copy, and it is in a good state
ofp reservation and can easily be
read. The type fuces and style of
makeup present a rather queer ap-
pearance in contrast with the present
day etylea of both, but In that day
the Nebraska City News was consld-
ered the best newspaper in this coun-
try. The advertinements especially
look crude by the side of the ones in
the Herald nowadays. There were
no borders around the “‘displays”,
and the Iargest advertisement was
not much larger than the smallest
one in this issue of the Herald, al-
though there were many of them.
Besides showini' the dHTerence in
news of that day and this, It also
gshowe that an advance has been
made In the printing industry.

Mr. Mollring's father, A, F. Moll-
ring, was a “freighter' between St
Joseph and Denver in the early days,
and at the time of the California gold
rush, in 1849, he was one who made
the perilous trip, inveating nearly all
his money, which was lost. Howev-
er, he came out with a small amount
of gold which he sent to England and
had made into a watch, which is in
George’'s possession. The watch s
valued at several hundred dollars, as
it is conatructed entirely of gold, ev-
en to the dial and hands.

These keepsakea wers handed
down to the son in a tin box, similar
in shape and size to the present day
“lockers’” which are used by private
individuals in place of a safe, The
box was made in 8. Louis about for-
Lty years ago.
